ing such ordinances, recommending 
such legislation, or taking such 
steps as may be best calculated to 
remedy the evil.” 2 
HEALTH BOARD ACTIVE. 

At the same time the department 

of health was instructed to make a 


thorough investigation of storage 
warehouses, and the corporation 
was asked to advise the 
board “as to the extent of its power 
as a municipal, legislative body, 
consistent with existing laws, in con- 
nection with this general subject, to 
the end that the threatened evil 
may be avoided by speedy, well-con- 
sidered recommendatons to the 
proper autharities—municipal, State 
and national.“

Co-operating with Hartigan in ex- 
tending the boycott on eggs, he said 
tonight, were 700 motion-picture 
theaters in the greater city. These 
houses will, until further notice, 
display the following notice on their 
screens: 

“Smash the egg gamblers—join 
the egg boycott. It's the man high- 
er up—not the retailer. Practice 
economy in use of eggs. Buy only 
for aged, infirm and children. De- 
crease the demand and watch the 
price come down. It's up to you.” 

Sixty-five cents of every dollar 
paid by the consumer for food goes 
to the middleman, according to John 
J. Dillon, commissioner of the New 
York State Department of Foods 
and Markets, who testified before 
the Wicks legislative committee to- 
day in its investigation into the high 
cost of living. 

The commissioner asserted as an 
instance of the middleman’s grip on 
the situation in this State that, al- 
though there is a good market here 
for New York apples, it is almost 
impossible to buy the product here. 
Speculators, he said, who advance 
money to western growers have di- 
verted western apples to this State.

It was almost midnight when the 
whirring of the engines revealed the 
presence of a raider over Durham. 
Immediately the airship wag picked 
out of the darkness by the search- 
lights. As she Was held transfixed in 
the steady beams the anti-aircraft 
guns were brought quickly into ac- 
tion. The first shots found the range 
and shells began to fall all around 
the Zeppelin. Spectators saw her 
twist and turn, trying to escape the 
rain of explosives. fourth shot 
evidently found ite mark. The nose 
of the great craft di forward at 
an angle of nearly 40 degrees 
ZEPPELIN PURSUED. 
Righting herself almost instantly. 
however, the stricken” wird “made 
swiftly off toward the sea, with a

The 
searchiights still held her on her 
swift course. Not three minutes 
after she had turned tail, the air- 
ship was struck a mighty blow by 
another shell. It was a mortal 
wound. As the spectators gazed sky- 
ward, enthralled by the tacle, a 
tiny glow appeared, like the ligh 

end of a cigarette. Then, suddenly, 
the entire structure burst into a 
mass of fame, lighting up the coun- 
try for miles around. As the flaring 
tordh plunged, end over end, into 
the sea, and Was swallowed up with 
a great, hissing sound, the onlook- 
ers went nearly mad with joy. 

Even more spectacular was the 
death of the second Zeppelin, wit- 
nessed by cheering thousands on the 
e coast, This ship appeared off 
the coast shortly before 11 o'clock 
and sailed swiftly over the north 
Midland counties. At various points 
she emptied her cargo of bombs on 
the country below, which lav in ut- 
ter darkness, all lights having been 
extinguished when news of the raid- 
eres approach was received by the 
towns and villages of the district. 

BOMBARDMENT. . 

After reaching a certain point the 
airship turned about and headed 
homeward. Before she had reached 
the Norfolk coast she ran into a 
‘flock of British planes and a 
nest of land batteries.

noon an aeroplahe appeared over 
the city, fying at a great height. It 
was only a tiny Speck in the morn- 
ing mist. While the great part of 
the city’s population was ignorant of 
its presence, the aviator, who ap- 
Parentiy was familiar with the city, 
hurled down six bombs. Fortunately 
these landed in the leas congested 
districts of the city, and only four 
persons were injured and slight 
damage done. One building was 
etruck on the roof, the bomb twist- 
ing an iron girder and radiating 
splinters that shattered windows in 
the surrounding houses. Another 
missile went clear through a house, 
shattering the walls and smashing 
the furniture on the ground floor 
rooms to splinters. As the news 
spread the people began to choke the 
streets in the affected areas, despite 
the insistence of the police that 
they seek shelter. Their curiosity 
overcame whatever fear they may 
have had. 

The damage done by the Zeppelins 
over the east and north coast lands 
was insignificant. Apparently the 
turning out of all lights in the coast 
towns baffled the raiders. They 
passed over several towns without 
throwing bombs and released dozens 
of missiles in open fields. In one 
town thirty-five houses were more or 
less damaged, but nowhere else was 
the loss as great. 

Police reports show that one wom- 
an died from shock, while five men, 
seven women and four children 
were injured by the explosion of the 
Zeppelin bombs. The crew of both 
the raiders destroyed are believed to 
have perished with their craft, as no 
reports of any rescues hive been re- 


ceived. 

Everywhere the greatest satisfac- 
tion is expressed that the anti- 
aircraft defenses have again proved 
80 effective. The loss of two more 
of her monster airships will be a 
severe blo. to Germany. Estimating 
their cost at $250,000 apiece, the last 
five raids on England represent a to- 
tal loss to Germany of $1,600,000, in 
return for which they have had only 
the satisfaction of killing or wound- 
ing some 250 civilians and inflicting 
only insignificant property 
and no military damage. 

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

The damage caused by the Zep- 
pelin attack was reported in the fol- 
lowing official announcement: 

“The latest police reports show 
that the damage and casualties in 
last night's air raid were very slight 
although over 100 bombs are known 
to have been dropped. One woman 
died from shock, while five men, 
seven women and four children were 
injured. 

“In one town fifteen houses were 
seriously and twenty slightly dam- 


“At other places at which bombs 
were dropped the damage was in- 
significant. There was no 
damage of importance.” 

The officia] account of the raid, is- 
sued this morning, says: 

“A number of hostile airships ap- 
proached the northeast coast of Eng- 
land between 10 o'clock and 11 
o'clock last night.

Its unchal- 
lenged arrival apparently was due 
to the hase over London and the 
fact that the roar of the street traf- 
fic drowned the sound of its motors. 

The bombs dropped seem to have 
been small and filed with shrapnel; 
the walls of the houses near where 
they fell are pocketed with small 
holes. Three bombs fell on roofs 
and one smashed a chimney. Three 
women seatéd in an upper room un- 
der the stack were not hurt. Nearly 
all the damage consisted of the 
breakage of windows. 

Notwithstanding the insignificance 
of the raid itself, there is a common 
disposition here to regard it as a 
warning. The editorials in thg Lon- 
don morning papers suggest that it 
is a prelude to further similar visits 
on the fame or a greater scale. 

It is pointed out now that the de- 
struction of Zeppelins in the north 
has shown the Germans that 
the measures which proved danger- 
ous to airships invading the Lon- 
don area have been extended to 
other parts of the country, they are

R TAX REFORM. 

California's tax burden (State, county 
and municipal) is now the heaviest in the 
United States. Our State plan of taxation 
is admittedly defective and our percentage 
of office holders to our population is about 
twice that of other States. The total cost 
of State government has doubled in six 
years and the percentage of increase in the 
cost of county and municipal government 
has been almost as great. Our per capita 
cost of government in California is three 
times that of other States of similar popu- 
lation. 

Such is the unvarnished tale of the six 
years of Progressive government in Califor- 
nia. The records from which these estimates 
are taken are government records, compiled 
by the statisticians of the Department. of 
Federal Census. During the recent political 
campaign persistent attempts were made by 
the administration forces to mislead the 
voters as to these increases, but the period 
bas now come when the politicians have the 
old jobs back and the public is footing the 
bills in the form of taxes. 

Other States are equally well governed and 
at half the expense, and it is natural that 
taxpayers should begin to ask why. That 
fight at Armageddon settled a political debt 
on California as heavy per capita as that of 
the warring states of Europe. We pay more 
on the average to maintain our political 
army in this State than provinces of like 
population paid to maintain the great Ger- 
man standing army prior to three years ago. 
Why is the per capita county tax of Call 
fornia for one year as great as that of Ver- 
t for 240 years? Why is an appropria- 
of $640,000 necessary for our railroad 
commission when that of Wisconsin per- 
forms similar services at an expense of 
$235,000? Why are we paying a State Board 
of Control $250,000 for performing work that 
costs other States $35,000? What has been 
the necessity and the justice of an increase 
in the expense of State government from 
$18,000,000 in 1909 to $36,000,000 in 19157 
What was the occasion for the increase in 
the cost of city, county and State govern- 
ment from $101,000,000 in 1911 to $176,000,- 
000 in 1915? These are questions that every 
taxpayer should consider when he exchanges 
bis coin for a bloated tax receipt. 

Seeking to secure some light on these 
subjects leading citizens in different parts 
of the State are uniting to form a State tax 
association. This is the just and legitimate 
protest of the taxpayer against the ravenons 
encroachments of the tax eaters. Individual 
protests are futile, unorganized concentra- 
tion is equally ineffective for the tax eaters 
are trained with military precision and it 
would mean a mob facing trained troops. 
Standing on the summit of that increase of 
$75,000,000 in six years, John Francis Ney- 
lan of the State Board of Control addresses 
various civic bodies in different parts of 
the State, assuring them that our State gov- 
ernment is almost parsimonious in its econ- 
omy. Yet the stubborn fact remains that 
the extra $75,000,000 is yearly collected and 
expended, and as there are no® more than 
1,500,000 producers in the State it means an 
annual burden of $50 on each producer for 
the frills of a (Progressive) Legislature. 
This condition will continue until the 
whole Yalse and misleading system is broken 
down by the combined action of the elec- 
torate. 

Tax reform will not originate with those 
holding office. It must come from a move- 
ment originating in the great body af the 
governed. We have just passed through a 
campaign in which it was necessary for the 
producers to organize and ficht the Sinzele 
Tax amendment and other amendments de- 
signed to increase taxes and confiscate prop- 
erty. These amendments were simply the 
effect of the unwise initiative act in our 
State constitution. So long as it is possible 


| to submit such amen@ments through secur 


ing paid signatures these attacks on the 
rights and property of citizens will continue. 
United action is necessary to correct this 
defect. 

No system which provides sinecures for 
such a horde of office holders will be with- 
out ardent defenders. 

The proponents of the movement for a 
taxpayers’ association will be covered with 
abuse by the beneficiaries of the present 
system, They will be maligned, their state- 
ments of fact will be denied and they will 
be the victims of a campaign of opprobrium 
similar to that which The Times has en- 
dured ever since it began to expose the ex- 
travagances and the hypocrisies of the pres- 
ent administration. But in the end the ex- 
posure will come. The facts will appear 
like sunbeams breaking through the clouds, 
the grafters will be lashed from the temple 
of justice and bloated tax receipts will 
shrink to the sise of those of other States. 
A start has been made in the right direc- 
tion; the road to be cleared is short, but it 
is badly choked with deadwood briers and 
brambles.

The idea has much to recommend it, for 
statistics go to show that the boys are 
wasting the bulk of their extra earnings 
on picture shows, cigarettes and candy. 
The war savings certificates carry 5 per 
cent. interest and are proving a glittering 
financial success to the vast majority of 
adult wage-éarners who are fast becoming 
capitalists under the system, voluntary, not 
compulsory, of course. 

If the Board of Trade adopts the com- 
pulsory measure for boys under 18 as sue- 
gested, the certificates would be non-nego- 
tiable, so that the enterprising among 
them could not sell their certificates to 
more shrewd financiers. 

Several big industries have already 
adopted the idea by mutual arrangement 
with the boys, with definite success. If 
the measure proves a success in war time, 
something of the kind might reasonably 
prove advantageous in peace time. There 
is a good deal more sense in a little com- 
pulsory saving than in other prohibitive 
measures. 


Put Drees on Cows. 

[Cleveland Plan Dealer:] An authority 
on dress and its cut for dairy cows is Sir 
Francis Webster, a wealthy manufacturer 
of hemp coods in Scotland and the owner 
of a stock range in Texas embracing 1.500, 
000 acres and thousands of head of stock. 

Sir Francis’ cows are dressed regularly 
every winter in suits of hemp cloth made at 
his own manufacturing establishment, to 
protect them from the cold and snow, mini- 
mize the dangers from tuberculosis, and in- 
crease their daily yield of milk. Each cow 
ha’ two suits a week. 

They are not elaborate dress affairs by 
any means, with lingerie and all that. It is 
a man-made dress of one piece, or simply 
a coverall blanket that fits loosely. This, of 
course, means added expense, but the yield 
of milk during cold weather is about 27 


per cent. larger than from cows not simi- 
larly protected.
